New Facts on the 


Threatened Loss 


in School Funds 


All my 30 years as a newspaper 


editor I have supported the tobacco 
tax for education, and I wns still 
Supporting it last Friday when 1 
wrote thai piece crilicizing the at- 
tempt to keep Ihc tax rato per- 
jnancnlly at 6-cents-a-packagc for 
cigarettes. 


As you recall, the cigarette lax 


was 
formerly 4 cents, but two 


years ago the legislature put on 
an extra levy of 2 cents and divert- 
ed this money away from 
'.he 


schools in order to construct build- 
ings for the Slalu Medical Center 


"_ 
Little Rock. Now 
the propa- 


ganda 
mill is trying to persuade 


the legislature to make this «xtra 
2 cents a pcrmancnl tax for oper- 
ation and maintenance of the State 
Medical Center — not merely con- 
struction work. 


I pointed oul last Friday that 


this diversion of school funds was 
a robbery even though the 2-ccnt 
tax was never levied in the namo 
of Ihe schools. U was levied against 


fiobacco, a prime source of school 


taxation, and 1 warned that such 
raiding would inevitably lead to a 
reduction in the funds which tho 
schools now receive from that 
source. I argued that levying an 
additional tax burden of 2'Xi million 
dollars a year against cigarettes 
would sooner or later make the 
schools' present share, 4Vj millions, 
worth less. 


It's an experience Arkansas has 


,»'been through before — higher tax 
•'levies causing sales lo dwindle and 


tax revenues to stand still or de- 
cline — and so I feel every teach- 
er ought to rise up and fight be- 
fore school finances are further 
damaged. 


Over the week-end I received a 


routine mailing from the National 
Tobacco Tax 
Research Council, 


Inc., of Richmond, Va., reporting 
on the relation between cigarette 
sales and tax rates — and it ought 


be compulsory reading for cvory 


teacher, every superintendent, and 
every school director. 


The industry report opens up 


with the statement that Arkansas 
"has already had one unprofitable 
experience with a 6-cent tax. In 
fact, the economic damage was so 
great that the legislature reduced 
the tax to 4 cents." 


The industry paper goes on to 


say that Georgia and South Caro- 
lina 'tried a' 5-cent tax and had to 
cut it back to 3 cents. 


And here come spme vital statis- 


tics. I quote: 


"The 
national average per 


capita consumption Qf cigaret- 
tes is. 128 packages. The Ar- 
kansas per capita consumption 
is 61.5 packs. 


"In 1950, the per capita con; 


sumption in Arkansas was 64.5 . 
packages. In 1952, it dropped 
.to 61.5 — 3 full packages per 
capita. This figure is from the 
.actual state cigarette tax col- 
lections by the state of Arkan- 
sas. 
The decrease happened 


after Ihe rate was boosted from 
4 cents to 6 cents per pack- 
age." 
Well, there's the story. 
Unit sales of cigarettes are fall 


ing in Arkansas because of boot 
legging from adjoining stales, anc 
if they keep on falling because the 


1 total tax remains at 6 cents to 
help the State Medical Center 
what happens to the schools' 4 
cent share as the overafl collection 
declines?

Rcrsons for quitting — These 


vary too. The shock of disillusion' 
merit because of a turn In the par- 
ty line, like the Hitler-Stalin Pact, 
or a youth who joined through 
emotional Instability matures, or a 
loved one loaves the party.
